DYNAMITE CARTRIDGES STOLEN. 

Eiiilnsinn at the TiOuban Eiirrnrks, Paris— 
lutonso E):citcnieiit--Siii elal Legis- 
lation Adopted. 

Pari.s, March 1.'^. — Olllciala at ( .'haniberry 
have found that the magazine was broken 
into and thirty-two dynamite cartridgea 
stolen. It is evident that tho persons who 
stole the dynamite cartridges from the 
Seine (luarriea are cndci) voring to in.iugur- 
ate a reign of terror. About 2 o'clock, thia 
morning, a tcrrilic ex]do3ion occurred at 
t lie Lonlian barraek.s, occupied by the Re- 
publican Guard, adjoining tiie Hotel de 
Ville. In a moment the streets in the 
vicinity were filled with an excited crowd. 
A dynamite cartridge had been placed upon 
the ledge of a window of the mesa-room. 
The gmucia fortunately escaped without in- 
jury, and the only harm done waa to the 
burnieka and buildings in the vicinity, 
which was great. Hnndreda of wimlow.s 
were biokun and tho walls of the barracks 
and other buildinga badly shattered. A 
cabinet council waa called, thia afternoon, 
at which President Carnot aigned tho bill 
introducing a clauao in tho penal code mak- 
ing wilful destruction of property by meuua 
of explosives punishable with death. . 

Pakis, March 10.— Tho excitcj^nent 



London, March 10,— A tragedy, unparal- 
leled in the history of Hritiah crime, came 
to light, to-day, through a moat singular- ' 
chain of circumstances. In July last, a man 
named Arthur Williams resided in the Din- 
ham Villa, in Rainhill, a fashionable suburb 
of Liverpool. Not much aeema to bo known 
about the antecedents of Williams. 
He appears, however, to have been received 
in aociety, and passed aa a well 
to-do bachelor. He courted Miss Mather,, 
a young woman generally admired for her 
beauty, and other attractions, and recog- 
nized as a local belle. They got married 
and went to Australia, where they were 
supposed to be living happily. The people, 
of Rainhill were shocked a fe\V' 
day a ago by the newa from Aus- 
trulia tliat Williams had been arrested 
there on a charge of murdering his 
wife, and that ho bad concealed the body of 
tho murdered woman beneath the fireplace, 
carefully covering the place again with, 
cement. There the authoritiea bad nn-' . 
earthed the remains. Aa soon as these faota- . 
became noised about in Bainbill the 
people called to mind qneer suspicion^ 
that had been afloat about Williania,. 
when ho occupied tho Dinham 'Villa. They 
remembered that one day a lady and two- 
children had visited the "Villa to see Wil- 
liams, and trom the moment of their enter- 
ing the place no ono had seen them again. 
The afTair caused some remark at the 
time, but no ono thought of mur- 
der and tho matter waa dropped with the 
Bupposition that the ludy and the two 
children had gone away without being ob- 
served. Now, however, the neiyhbora be- 
gan to suspect thit there might have been 
foul play and they determined to state the 
facts to the Police. Tho Police concluded 
that no harm could be done by in- 
vestigating, and they proceeded to the 
Dinham Villa, to-day, and began to dig up 
beneath the fireplace. They noticed as 
they began, signs that the place had been 
disturbed within a comparatively recent 
period, and certainly since other 
work had been done in the interior 
of tho Villa. They hardly expected, 
however, to discover anything, and iheir 
amazement was great when, ahortly after 
they hud removed the outer covering, they- 
caine upon the bodies of two children. The- 
body of one child indicated that the little 
one, when killed, was about seven 
years old, ' and the other was appar- 
ently about five years of age. Both bodies 
were wrapped in a damask table cloth, and ' 
both had their throats cut. The remains 
were in a fair 'state of preservation, and the 
neighbors who had seen the lady and tEfc 
two children at onco concluded that thcee- 
were the children. 

The digging then proccded with greater 
energy tlian before, nnd the searchers soon 
came upon another body. Thia, upon being 
unearthed, was found to bo a woman. The 
liiroal was also cot and the body wrapped 
up befoiH^ interment. It was aaid to lie that 
of the lady who accompanied the two chil- 
dren. The police kept digging, while out- 
side the news spread, and the excitemenC 
grew, and thousand.', rushed to the aceiie of 
the tragedy. A new force of police was ■ 
called upon and a conloii established 
around the Villa. It was now waning^ to- 
ward evening, and tlie digging proceeded 
rapidly, for rumor grew on riinior, and; 
other recollect ions suggesteil that there 
were more victims in the sepulchre beneath 
the lireplace. 'J'lie next bmly unearthed^ 
\vas tlial of a girl of 12 years; unlike the 
former victims, she had evidently been 
strangled, and it waa evideiil that her death 
had probably antedated those of the ludy and 
two children. Tho girl's body was removed 
and tho search kept up. A baby about one- 
year old, with its throat cut, waa reaoheda 
next. Even the hardened police could not- 
restrain an exclamation of horror oa the 
tiny and shrunken body was lifted up to 
view. The news has caused almost a frenzy 
in Liverpool, and the multitude have 
rushed to the conclusion that Williams 
must bo "Jack the Ripper." There is no 
known evidence to sustain this theory, as 
ihc victims were not mutilated olherwie& 
limn staled above. At least, such ia the 
statement of the police. 

'J'he people in Rainhill believe that the 
woman and two children who disappeared 
upon visiting the Villa were among the 
bodies iliacovered, to-day. It ia believed 
she was a foimer wife of sVilliama, und that 
Willir.ms had got her and the 
two children to come to the 'Villa. 
for tho purpose of gelling rid of 
lliem in order that they might, hot be in tho 
way of his nurriage lo .Miss Mather. This, 
however, ia only an impres.sion liused on the 
cireiimstaiicea. At the time of tho murder 
of Miss Mather, tho wife with whom he 
went to Australia, Williams and 
Ilia wife were iu Melbourne and', 
it ia there that ho ia under arrest 
Uinco lier daughter left for Australia, Mrs. 
Mather has received letters at frequent in- 
tervals from her," Tho last received wait 
written by Williams himbclf, with 
a short poatsoript, addtd by Mrs. 
Williams. It waa dated December lOtb, and' 
contained the inforniution that the couple 
intended to leave foi^ Hong Kong to anend 
tbo Christmaa holidays. The police think 
that Williams had led his wife to believe 
they wore going to Hong Kong, and that 
the letter waa written merely to mislead tho 
Mathers regarding their daughter's long 
silence.

IIus- 
sey, of the Provincial Police, yesterday 
afternoon, );ive full particulars of the Inilian 
ntlirder repovlcd in tho Cdi.on isr a few days 
ago, as having iH'otirr(Hl up in the Naa.-^ 
river district. It appears thul in August, 
last year, an Indian named 1 1 itiunnah, at a 
native gathering, either by accident or in- 
Iciilioiially, shot his brother in tho temple, 
the woiinil being so .sorioiis as to 
cause death aluirlly afterwards. It is 
not known wliellur the shooting was 
reported to t lie aulhoi ilies at tho time or 
not, but in ilanimry of this year, somewhere 
about the 2'.)tli, Ifatsuunah was arrested 
for another, bull trivial, oflenco. IIu was 
tried before Indian Agent Loring, of the 
liabine Agency, wilh hendciuartera at 
llazletou, and acquitted. About this time, 
a rumor as to the killing of tho brother 
reached Mr. Loring, who immediately had 
tho Indian arrested on a charge of murder. 
From tho meagre ovidooce obtainable, it is 
thought it will be difficult to prove that 
i.horo was any intent to kill, as the shooting 
is alleged to have been accidental. How- 
over, the Indian is still detained in custody, 
and fuller information is being sought after 
by tho agent. It seems that there was no 
e^e-witness of the shooting, althoueh the 
circumstantial evidence is said to be very 
strong.

Evidence of Importance, that Mr. 
Wilmot Jliffbt Well have Listened 
to, Couceruingr Salmon. 



The First Revenue Officer Appointed 
in British Columbia Tells 
His Story. 



Yesterday afternoon a Colonist reporter 
visited Mr. Phineas Manson, one of the few 
remaining pioneers of the Fifties in this 
province, who received the first Government 
appointment over made in British Cohinibiu, 
when, on the 21th of May, 1853, Governor 
Douglas, on board the steamer Otter, con- 
ferred on him tho position of revenue otlloer 
for tho Fraser district. On being question- 
ed at some length concerning his knowledge 
of salmon fishing on the Fraser River, Mr. 
Manson said: 

"1 reached Lingley on tho 29tli of Janu- 
ary, 1853, when all tho country was bound 
in frost and snow, 1 was received at the 
fort by Mr. James Murray Hill, and was Ut 
once put to work at niy trade of coopering. 
On the 4th of February two white men, 
neveu Indians and I started work in the 
shop at tho fort monufacturing barrels in 
which were to be put up the season's 
salted salmon. These were the first bar- 
rels ever made in British Columbia, and 
that summer we put up 3,500 of them, con- 
taining ;S() fish to the barrel, or a total catch 
of 5(1,000. All those were caught by natives 
in tho vicinity of Lungley Fort, on the 
Fraser. I recollect the run well. Tho In- 
dians could not catch the fish fast enough 
with their pole nets, and one morning, in 
one boat alone, tliey caught 250 fish. Not 
one wliite man waa then fishing on the river. 
No money piissed between the Hud.son's 
Hay Co. and the Indians for the salmon, but 
they were paid in blankets and other trade 
to tho value of §l.r)0 pur barrel of 'M\ fish. 
The salted salmon waa taken down the 
river and shipped on the Company's vessels 
to the Sandwich Islands, where it brought 
from S14 to §19 per barrel. In 18.5-1 wo put 
up 2,000 barrels, and, in the following year, 
1,500. 

" I was putting up the barrels 
at Chilliwhack fur three seasons, and 
at tho mouth of the Pit river 
for the same length of time and tho runs 
during all that ttmo varied considerably. 
I um well acquainted with the present con- 
dition of affairs on the Fraser and have 
seen many runs of late years. I can say 
with perfect truth that rather than having 
noticed any dercease, I have thought how 
much the fish have increased since the 
Fifties. It is perfectly well' known by all 
old timers who are acquainted with the 
salmon fisheries, that it is so. 

"Forty years ago the Indians, before 
selling us the salmon forsalting, cut off all 
the heads, and often great quantities of 
offal of this character were thrown in the 
river in a single day. No offensive results 
were ever known and tho current always 
took tho leavings away as soon as thoy 
were deposited. Notwithstanding the 
greatly increased number of fish that are 
killed on the Fraser, nowaday.s, the same 
thing can be saiil of the olTal, aiul it has 
struck me very forcibly, in reading over the 
reports of the ( 'on.iinission hel.l here lately, 
that though very much oinenated from the 
('hiiirnian about the fearful nuisances it 
caused, bis statements were unfortunately 
not backed up by evidence, nor indeed, 
unless witnesses perjured themselves, could 
this have been done."

Junction Townsito is situated miles 
from Como.x wharf, at the intersection of 
two railway lines, from which the place 
has derived its n;uno. 

Port Au;^ustn, or Comox, situated in 
the north-west comer of Bayno Sound, 
has a depth of water from 14 to 20 feet 
at low tide. 

Tho Canacla Western, or Grand Trunk, 
and Comox railway will run through tho 
property. The latter lino has already 
heen surveyed, passing through the finest 
fanning land in British Columbia. 

NATURAL RBSOUROBS. 

Called the Pennsylvania of tho West, 
this section is undoubtedly more liberally 
endowed by nature with those gifts 
which tho civilization of this century 
calls rich, and which mankind in their in- 
dustrial operations to-day regard as the 
necessities ef the age.

The paragraph above quoted appears us u 
ipeoial tslefj^am from Ottawa, ia the Cou>- 
XiST of Tuesdciy morning. By the avoraRo 
reader of the newspapers, it will bp but 
Taguoly understood, us referring to ii sub- 
ject of great interest and importince to 
both the United States and liritiah CjIuki- 
bia, the determination of the dividing Hue 
between the two groat countries, rich in un- 
known possibilities. Fuw understand how 
tremendous is the work to^ba done; fewer 
still, the details of the undcrtalting. 

John (Irant, M.IM'., ex-mayor of Vie- 
torin, and e.x-rt pi x'suiitativu of Cassiar in the 
I'rovincial l,rgitlaiui-i:, is one of thu few 
who liuvu gniio [luHoiighly into tliu bubject. 
He knows the country from liaving truinptd 
it aa a prosjioclor and niinur, with liia 
blankets and pick upon liis shoulder ; and 
from having olianipioned the cause of its 
inhabitants in parliament. 'ihe boundary 
(jueation is wilii him a favorite llienid, and 
his o[)inion, given to the United Slates 
senatorial committee, of which Senator 
Hoar was chairman, a couple of years ago, 
an(i suhai i|ueiilly published at length in the 
New Yoik riun, liua furnished fooil for dis- 
cussion every time the topic was introduced. 

Asked for his opinion in regard to tlie 
Governinenl'a choice of a man to take tlie 
long-dehiyed woik in hand, Mr. Grant said 
to n Colonist reporter yesterday: "Dr. 
Dawson is a very good selection it ho ia the 
choice. I have not the pleasure of knowing 
either Mr. Ogilvio or General Cameron, 
but I do know Dr. Dawson, and 
I know him to be energetic, intelli- 
gent and capable of grasping the 
important points of any international ijues- 
tiou. And, besides, hia experience tita him 
admirably for the work. He has been on 
the coast u number uf limes, and is familiar 
with the region in whioh the work is to bo 
done. Five years ago this summer he spent 
Considerable time in Alaska and northern 
British Columbia in soientifie exploration, 
in the rery diatriot where the boundiiry 
will have to be aligned. Starting at the 
month of the Stickeen he travelled up the 
river, crossing the watershed on to Beas 
lake. Then he passed on down Doas river 
to its conlluenco with the Deloire, up the 
Deloire to the Simpson, and up the Simpson 
to its head — Simpson lake. From there he 
crossed the watershed to the headwaters of 
the Pelloy, and thence down to the junction 
of the Pel ey with the Lewis to form the 
Yukon. By IVrrier pass ho emerged, re- 
turning to V'ictoria by Alaskan waters. 
That e.icperience should give him a correct 
idea of the geography of the country, and 
would point to hiiu us a most desirable man 
for the responsible position, taking into 
consideration Ilia well known ability and 
his un(|uestionable honesty. 

Asked for his opinion as to how the 
bDundary should be defined, Mr. Grant con- 
tinued: "By the treaty between (ireat 
Britain and Kusaia in IS'25, it was agreed 
that the boundary line between whut is 
now British Columbia, and the narrow 
strip of land included in Alaska and run- 
ning down the west coast ot this province, 
should follow the highest coasi rang-j ( f 
mountains, but at no point exceed ten 
marine leaguta from the shore. Where 
there were no mountains of any altitude, 
the distance it was agreed, should be ten 
marine leagues inland, and the boundary 
line should correspond to the windings of 
the shore. To my mind, this is the most 
astonishing decision ut which stateetrun 
ever arrived. The thing is impracticable, 
if not ridiculous. Wben the K. & N. Rail- 
way Conipatjy's twenty-mile belt was first 
asked for, it was arrauged th«.t the inland 
line of the belt should follow the sinuosities 
of the coast, but the thing looked so utterly 
ureasonable, as soon as it appeared on 
paper, that it was at once thrown out, and 
it was decided to run a general line from 
Muir Crock to the summit of Crown 
llountain. That was the common .sense 
method uf proceeding. Anyone who knows 
anything of the mcanderings of the Pacitic 
shore lineof 15rilish North America caneasily 
see with the mind's eye what kind of a laml 
boundary the one dtcided on would make. 
I have on several occasions before impor- 
tant committees expressed niy opinion that 
instead of carrying out the unwoikable con- 
ditions of this treaty, a commission shouhJ 
be appointed by both the Bi iti.'ih and the 
American governments — inasmuch as Alaska 
belongs to the b'nited .States now — who 
should agree upon a number of important 
points, at the diilerent places of ingress to 
and egress from the great north country, 
which would be fair and eiiuilable to both 
countries, with the understanding that 
straight lines should be run between those 
given points. Thus taking the American 
contention for example, allowing to the 
United States the strip to the northward of 
the Portland Canal, let Point No. 1 be all he 
head of the north arm of the canal. Then 
select some fair point on 8t(!wart river, and 
draw the firststmight line between these two 
points. .4guin, chose a point from the 
8tickeen and from it draw the second line 
from the point seleoted on the Stewart; the 
third line being run from the point ou the 
Stickeen to one on the Taknn, and so on to 
thft summit of Mount St. Elios. Hero the 
diflicnliy ends, for having defined the 
boundary to Mount St. Elins, it is a mere 
matter of following llie lino of the 141>t de- 
j;ree of north latitude to Demarcation 
Point on the Arctic. 

"Inuamuch as that country, lying be- 
tween the head of Portland Canal ami the 
Bunimit of Mount .St. Klias, to use the lan- 
Cuago of others, is simply " a sea of moun- 
tains " it woulil he unneoe5.''ary at the pres- 
ent tim(! to survey in ilctail the whole line 
line of demarcation, as all that is necessary 
now is to establish the line in the different 
TuUeys that cut the ranges of mnnntains, for, 
say, one or two miles, on each side of the 
rivers, and if at any future time, intt rests 
of considerable importiince oro|jped up be 
twcen any of these given |ioiiits, it Wduld 
lie a matter of much less dillicidtv to sur- 
vey the line lietwcen the points. 'J'o estab- 
liaii boundary, audi an I have imlicaleil, 
would be a saving to both Governments of, 
ut least, 90 per cunt, at the present time, 
and for all practical purposes would answer 
just as well for international consideiations 
aa a detailed survey. I think it is most dc- 
Biriiblo that this work should bo done now, 
ami I have advocated this principle for 
years, as I can foresee that if material in- 
terests do arise in the vicinity of what may 
be the boundary -in the near future, the 
diflBeuUies of settlement between the two 
(jovernments would be of that character

THE APPROPRIATIONS. 

We were disappointed in not seeing in 
the Katimatea an appropriation for the 
erection of a Custom House and a Post 
Office in keeping with tho size and impor- 
tance of tho city and somewhat in propor- 
tion to ita annual contribution to tho Dom- 
inion Treasury, The Dominion public 
1>uilding9 in Victoria are certaiuly not au 
ornament to the city, and they are u rc- 
.proaoh to tlie Dominion Government. It is 
*iTight to see the estimates drawn up with a 
due regard to economy, but it is also right 
that the appropriations should be mado 
with a due regard to tho requirements of 
the different parts of the Dominion and on 
some general principle of justice. Both on 
4he Boore of need, and in accordance with 
' Justice Victoria, should have better public 
buildings. It is to bo hoped that such 
representations will be made to tho Govern- 
ment by the member from this city that it 
will see its way to making some provi.-don 
for tho buildings so much neoiled in Vic- 
toria, in the supplementary estimates. 

Wo hope, too, that the Government will 
aot lose sight of the need that this province 
is in of haTing its coiat better lighted and 
buoyed. If British Columbia was on tlie 
•ther side of the continent its coast would 
not bo allowed to remain in its present con- 
•dition, as regards light-houses and buoys, 
for a single year. The trade of the province 
is rapidly ex rending northwards and the aid 
to safe navigation, which is given by light- 
houses and buoys, is more and more needed 
as time progresses. British Columbia is 
very far distant from the seat of Govern- 
jaent, but it should not for that reasog be 
-neglected. It has great resources, which 
are in process of being developed, and the 
Government should do what it cm to aid in 
that development. A comparatively small 
aam of money expended in the ri^h*. way at 
tho right time can help the province amaz- 
ingly. In no way can money be more judi- 
. oiously expended than in making tho navi- 
gation of the coast safe. British Columbia 
ia a maritime province, destined in the near 
future, we are fully convinced, to be the 
aiost important of the maritime provincca 
-.af tho Dominion. 



home and abroad. ' But it is not likely that 
these jealousies and disa c nieuta will re- 
Bnlt in anj thing aorious. The tendency of 
the time is towards union, and Norway and 
Sweden cannot afford to separate. United, 
they form a. respectable nation of by no 
means formidable strength, but separate, 
they would be two weak communitioa 
which would, before long, become tho prey 
of strong und ambitious neighbors. Besides, 
it ia not lil;ely that the disiigreemoiils 
about which so much noise is made in these 
piping tiuies of peace are at all deep-seated. 
They would in all probability disappear as 
80 an as any serious danger menaced the 
Scandinavian peninsula. The disputants 
would tliou forget their quarrels, and cor- 
dially unite for tliu defencoof their common 
country. Discontented politicians are often 
sturdy patriots. 

THE SITUATION. 

Every election that takes place in these 
days is a victory for the Government. Their 
mujorityj instead of being fifty, as wo pre- 
dicted at the beginning of the campaign, 
will, after the elections are all over, cnnaid- 
oralily exceed sixty. Fifty was considered 
by many Conservatives, a month or two ago, 
altogether too high a figure, and those who 
predicted that the majority would reacli 
that liguro were looked upon by their friends 
aa being somewhat too rash ; but the most 
sanguine did not expect that it would mount 
up to sixty. It was, however, not liard to see 
that tho tide of popular opinion had set in 
agiiinst the Li()erals. Thoy bad adopted a 
policy whioh the more it was discussed the 
less it was liked by tho people of tho Do 
minion. Reciprocity at first, had i 
pleasant sound for tlietn, but when loyal 
men became convinced tliat the kind of re 
ciprooity which the leaders of tho Liberals 
advocated could only be obtained as tho 
price of their allegiance to the Mother 
Country they rejected it, and refused to 
place its advocates in power. It will be ob- 
served that thu greater number of tho Lib- 
eral nowspaper.s having at last become con- 
vinced that the majority of Canadians will 
not consent to reciprocity which involves 
even discrimination in trade against Great 
Britain, have ceased to advocate uorestriotod 
reciprocity. 

Wo venture to say that during the pres- 
ent sitting of Parliament very little, indeed, 
will bo heard about unrestricted reciprocity. 

Tho Liberal Party of Canada juat now is 
in u pitiable condition. It ia like u rudder- 
less ship on a stormy sea. Finding thas its 
trade policy is not approved by the people, 
its leaders have nothing to put in its place. 
The Canadian Liberals are literally a party 
without a policy. There is really no reason 
lOr their existence as a party. They are 
now nothing more than a scolding and fault- 
findiag faction. And it is quite evident 
that their leading men are not able to de- 
vise for them a definite policy which any 
large section ot tho people of this Doniinion 
will accept. They first tried Commercial 
Union, but m soon aa the people becam;; 
aware of the true nature of that policy, its 
devisers were compelled to abandon it, or 
rather, to change its name. They re-chris- 
tened il "unrestricted reciprocity," and 
under that name it hud a short-lived popu- 
larity among tlie Liberals. But when thoy 
hud time to rellect, they found that they 
had been deceived by a sound, and unre- 
stricted reciprocity shared the fate of com- 
mercial union. And now they are politically 
in a state of destitution. What their next 
move will \>^, it ia hard to tell. It will take 
them a long time to recorer the ground they 
have lost, aiiieo the Hon. Alexander Mac- 
kenzie was their leader. Tho present Gov- 
ernment, if it acts with ordinary prudence, 
has nothing to fear from the Opposition. It 
is in fact too weak and toe greatly demoral- 
ized to perform the legitimate functions of 
an Opposition ciTectively.

DOMESTIC QUARRELS. 

-All Federations do not get on as smoothly 
•iukI as peaceably as do those in North 
Amoriou. It is a very difficult thing lo gel 
rid of national jealousies und sectional pre- 
judices. There are Federations, the dilier- 
eut, members of u'liich forget that thuy were 
ever independent of e,ich other, while there 
are others in which the fusion of interests 
acorns never to have been complete. The 
-Scandinavian Federation, or union, ap- 
pears to be ono of these latter. Sweden 
»nd Norway have joined, but thoy do not 
appear lo bo cordially united. Tlio Nor- 
wegiuna are jealous of Swedish (loiniiialioii. 
Thoy believe that Sweden arrogates lo li^u-- 
self greater powers than she ought to pos- 
sess, and that the pitronage of the state is 
act fairly divided between the two coun- 
trieSi The Norwegians ^are democratic in 
their tendencies, while the Swedes are 
monarchical and aristocratic in their lean- 
ings. The Norwegians have abolished titles 
of nobility, while the Swedes have retained 
them. The Norwegians contend that they 
have, according to the| terms of anion, 
tho power to make treaties with foreign 
nations, but the (government, thoy de- 
clare, taken very good cure that 
tho opportunity of exercising that power 
will not be afforded them. The ambassa- 
dors and the chiefs of the diplbmatio corps 
are principally Swedes, and the Norwegians 
■complain that Sweden has far more than 
■'her share of the consuls. Tl can easily be 
seen that where the spirit of sectionalism is 
strong causes of complaint nro easily found.

For foihc reuson or 
other, however, the city of Victoria liud not 
seen iit to talte udvuntuge of this right, and 
there ivas nothing now to show whether or 
not they would do so at any time in the 
future. This being the case ho saw no rea- 
son why the iCscjuiinalt Waterworks 
company should not ho permitted to 
take what water they wanted from 
Goldstrcam, provided the rights of the city 
were protected. He would therefore vote 
for the second rending of the bill. 

Mr. Sword rend the amendments pro- 
posed to the bill and said Ihey did not com- 
pletely protect the rights of the city of Vic- 
toria. 

Hon. Mr. Turner announced his inten- 
tion of voting for the .second reading of the 
bill, as amendnients would bo intro<iuced 
which would protect the riglita of tlie city 
of Victoria. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that the GoTcrn- 
ment recognir.ed the principle that in any 
private bill which was passed by the House 
the Government should see that provision 
was made that public rights should be pro- 
tected. Unless amendments cGTecting this 
object were introduced the bill would not 
puss the House with the consent of the Gov- 
ernment.

At thii suggestion of Hon. Mr. Robson, a 
clause was inserted limiting to five years 
the time in which such purchase could be 
made.

Sir Matthew Bcgbie. sitting in conjunc- 
tion with Mr. iluslice Drake, in the Divi- 
.sional Court, has delivered the iollowing 
judgment in the appeal of John E Rico 
aguiust the decision of Mr. Justice Crease 
refusing to set aside a writ of ca. re. issued 
on Monday, the 7th inst., on an affidavit 
filed that day. The writ was endorsed, 
claiming $800 damages for breach of con- 
tract. 

The plaintifT was an actress; the defend- 
ant a manager of a theatrical company.

The plaintiff, thereupon, 
issued a writ on Monday, and on the pre- 
sent affidavit, claiming four weeks salary at 
$03, procured an order for the ca. re. now 
now before the Co;irt.

Bodwell i. Irving for the respondent. 

Per Curiam — "We are of opinion that 
the alHdavitdoos not state the plainlifTs 
cause of action with sullicient distinctness. 
That must appear on the affidavit itself, on 
an application for a capias; it cannot bo 
ek'd oat by ih-i endorsement, on the writ, 
which are not under oath. If, therefore, a 
pluintill' he suing on a breach of contract, 
the affidavit must clearly allege u breach, 
and clearly set forth cireumstaoces show- 
ing a breach. It need not, of course, set 
forth any of the evidence on which the 
pluintilT proposes to rely, but it must 
allege and state the two matters mentioned 
above, which, comliintdly, constitute a 
c.uise of action. Y,ut this affidavit never 
once alleges any breach of contract, and 
the circumstances set forth rather siiow 
that the defendant had not, up to the is-iu- 
ing of the writ, been guilty of any breach of 
contract. The affidavit stated that she had 
b. -en paid all the money duo to her up to 
the commencement of the action, so that 
the defendant has kept to his contract 
m that respect. The alleged letter of dis- 
niit^s.'il is rather a mere warning that the 
defendant intended to abandon the contract; 
that he would not pay her next Saturday. 
A mere threat is not a breach of contract. 
If the suppo.sed breach consist in not per- 
mitting the plaintiff to act, sho never gave 
the defendant a chance. The first night on 
which hhe could have acted after the al- 
leged attempted di.smissal, was on Monday, 
the 7th iiKsi., and the capias had then is- 
sueil. It in nut at all clear on the atlidavit 
whether the pluintilT does not consider 
the contract as still in full force, and is 
suing hiui on it for the salary for four 
weeks still to run of the eight weeks en- 
gagement. But in that case, her cause of 
action has not yet arisen. 

"The capias, therefore, and the order on 
which it was i.isued, must be set aside. The 
ilefeudunl's coat ), both here and below, to 
bo defendant's costs in the cause."

The arrival of the vessel was u great 
surprise to the consignees, who did not look 
for her before May 1st on account of the

He is one 
of twelve who were in a boat, in charge of 
Mute Herring, and who are supposed to 
Invo been drowned. They were liftcen days 
in nn open boat, travelling si.xtcen hundred 
miles, suffering intensely from thirst and 
heat. He finally landed at the Marquesas 
Islands.

tion, is. Everybody has lieard of St. Put- 
rick und of Ireland, and leat tlio occasion 
be by any ohanco overlooked by those moro 
particularly fntereated in its assooiations, 
•the sons of the Emerald Isle, wherever their 
lot is cast, will, to-day, eive the necessary 
reminder. The 17th of March is the only 
day in tho year on which one can fairly 
spealc of United Ireland, To-duy, Irish- 
men of every walk in life, from peer to 
peasant; of every shade of politics, from 
the rankest type of Homo ruler to the most 
conservative Unionist ; of every creed und 
in every clime, are as one in doing honor to 
tha memory of their patron Saint. How- 
ever they may dilTer on all other points, 
they are at least in thorough unanimity on 
this — that 8t. I'.itriok is worthy of esteem 
and nfl'eutioM, Hut it was not always so. 
History, or tradition, hasjit that away back 
ill tlio e:uly centuries of Ireland's history, 
there WHS a diU'ercnce of opinion as to the 
exact date on which the illustrious Saint 
first saw the light. Some claimed the Hth 
of March, wliile others persisted that the 
Utli was correct, and thus, it is said, 
faction-lighting was first introduceu 
into tho island. Whilo this exactitude 
in a small matter of detail may have 
been highly commendable even in those re- 
mote days, the eii'ect was anyt;liing l)ut aat- 
iafactory. The "Eighths" and the 
"Ninths," as the factions were respec- 
tively called, were more demonstrative 
than argumentative, and in tho contests 
which naturally ensued, "suffering for St. 
Patrick," or for cousoienco sake, was very 
general. Though a highly cultured and 
prosperous people, the Irish did not, at this 
date, suffer from those products of advanced 
-civilization, the policeman, the militiaman, 
-or the bridewell; and hence the appeal to 
-arms— the shillalah was the most approved 
weapon of the period — to settle tho dis- 
putes. While tho Irish were thus fighting 
among themselves the other natioDB of the 
-earth were busy in establishing a claim to 
St. Patrick, as peculiarly their own, and so 
numerous were tlie claimants to the Saint's 
Itlnd patronage, that it took united 'Ireland 
to resist them. By a very creditable 
strolce of diplomacy it was agreed that tho 
two factions should unite, and as eight and 
nine make 17— the 17th of March was de- 
creed St. Patrick's Day. 

On tlio Old Sod, as the Kmeral Isle is 
familiarly, afl'eclionately called, tlie 
17th of .Slarch is the day in the year. 
Throughout the world at large it is per- 
haps more generally known as the 17th of 
Ireland, und it is safe to predict that more 
shamrock will pass through the post ollices 
to day than Valentines on the l Uh of Feb- 
ruary. This is the great day for Ireland. 
At daybreak every city, town and village 
in the coimtry are made to ring wiih 
the soul-stirring strains of music, tlie Hfes 
and drums, which in the North do service 
on the 12tli of July in memory of King 
William and the Battle of the Hoyne, in 
rendering " The Protestant Boys," or 
" Croppy Lie Down," being no less 
effective in the production of "St. Patrick's 
Day in the Morning," than the brass in- 
struments of the South or West, which are 
called into requisition ut the Laud Leaizue 
inoelingi to play tuuea under the coercion 
laws denounced us seditious. It is the 
only holiday in the year on which the dis- 
cordant, hlood-curdling party tune is not 
heard, aud even after a liberal " drowning" 
of the shamroolc in arthodox style, any 
little "ruxiona" that ensue, are generally 
of a friendly nature, and devoid of religious 
or political animosity. If differences of 
opinion do arise, Paddy, mildly, but point- 
edly, puts it to his opponent : " Ye see 
tho thing-a-me-jig In yer nabor'a eye, but 
ye fail to obsarve the what-yo-may-call it 
in yer own" Church bells ate ringing, 
and religious services are everv.vliere held, 
for St. Patrick ia adopted l^y all denomin- 
ations as a model man, wliose teachings 
were as pure as his life 'vas selt-sacriticing. 
The sound d<."trines lie laught, are the 
very essence of Christianity, and when ho 
exhibited the modest, little trefoil to ex- 
plain the uniiy of the Trinity, he illus- 
trated his sul)jei;t with .i chariiiing .liiiipli- 
city and rure ell'ectiveiieaa. The linust 
Cathedrals in the O.d ('ountry are dedi- 
cated to St. I'iv'.rick, nor do the 
more modest ediliccs ignore I he name in their 
choi'je ol iKJinenclatui e. It is a fiiet iiiudi 
to be re^'ietted, that the principle or doc- 
trine of unity so early [ireached to Ireland 
as a nation, should be the one so utterly 
and completely di<regarded by her penplu. 
Would that every day wore a St. Patrick's 
Day in that "most distressful eouDlry,"and 
thon, indeed, might sho be what the poet, 
with artistic license, described her — 
'•First flower of the earth, first gem of the sea." 

In rrotcslant Ulster, no less than in 
liunian Catholic .Miuibter, ia the Saint duly 
honored to ilay, but for some unaccountable 
reason, his admirers will persist in ilrink- 
ing Ilia health in the pure mountain dew, 
or wine of the country — -a good, strong malt 
whiskey. The process is simple. Three 
sprigs of the trefoil are immersed in ardent 
liquor — "drowned," as the operation is de- 
scribed, and the concoction thus produced 
is lowered with an emphatic "Here's to St. 
Patrick." It is considered good form to 
drink the health before breakfast, aiid.it is 
•quite discretionary as to how many times 
during the (lay it is repeated. The effect 
can be as easily imugined us described. 
Business is pretty generally suspended on 
this day, although it is not a (lovcrn- 
ment holiday, and Irishmen who go 
in for cclebratinL', are not, as a 
rule, particiiUir as to whether the 
(ioveriin)enl ollicials and Ijunk (derks join 
them — these gentlemen, in fact, are con- 
temptuonsly ileserilicd as "aliens." In the 
hat or button-hole the shaiiirouk ia worn, 
and woo betide the man who appears in 
public unadorned with the national ( inblem. 
The young bloods delight in congregating 
at tho street corners and demanding, "llat 
off for St. Patrick," from any passei -by who 
does not display tlio outward und visible 
sign of nationality, and they enforce their 
order in a most tantalising fashion. 

Scotland's tho thistio and England tho rose, 
But ovorybLdy knows whore tho tihamoock 

. May the day be a happy one for Iriah- 
imen, at home and abroad, and more parti- 
cularly for the' sons of the Emerald Isle who 
iiave wade Uritieh Columbia their adopted 



ITome. It will certainly be duly celebrated 
in every clime in which Irishmen are to be 
found; and where are they notV An im- 
provement upon tho Mother Country style 
of celebration would bo no unwelcome inno- 
vation. Must it ever be so in that unfortu- 
nate little isle, tluit strife and iliscord will 
prevail, and happiness and contentment, ex- 
cept on special occasions, bo strangers to 
its people, lloiiio rule, in all its beautiful 
simplicity, had been in vogue from the 
very earliest days up to the Con- 
quest by Henry IF, 1172, yet 
they appeared to have had any- 
thing but a peaceable time of it. 
Some historians liave traced the succession 
of native aovereigna to about the period of 
the flood. According to Keating the first 
sovoroigns after the Milesian conquest were 
llober and Qeremon, Milesian princes from 
Galioia, who conquered the country und 
gave to its throne a race of 171 kings. 
I'hose two 'pHncos are said to liave reignod 
jointly from the year 1285 B. C. till 1291, 
ivhen they dissolved partnership. " Of 
their successors," cays the historian, " who 
ri'igiied to the ( '111 iatian era, about lli'J in 
miiiiher, only fifteen died comfortably in 
their beds." lie proceeds to account for 
the decay of royalty, und shows that four 
(lied of the plague, whilo the rest were 
assassinated, killed in battle, or died other 
violent deaths. It would thus appear that 
tho truth of the aaj'ing, " Uneaay's tho liead 
that wears a crown," was fully exempliliecl, 
even in those days. Fearaidhach-Fion- 
achtnu, who reigned A. 1). 4, does not 
appear to have started a more auspicious 
line, as the history of Ireland down to the 
last of its kings, lioderick O'Connor, 11 OS, 
is one of constant turmoil, despite the labors 
of St. Patrick. Then come the contjuoat 
and annexation by William III, and again 
I renewal of hostilitiea, which appear to 
have continued up to the present l7th of 
.March. Poor Irelaiul I I'oor St. Patrick.

riio local markets for tho past week hnvo 
been proity much at a standstill, any chanKos 
in iirices which have taken place beini? in favor 
of tlio purchaser. Fanners are too busy with 
Sprir^ work to briiitJr in produce, but the stock 
on hand ia amply KulUeient to meet the do- 
inand, and. as the resorvo Is known to be sub- 
stiiiitial, dealers did not attempt to run up 
prices. Tho K'lut in tho potato n'arket liaa ro- 
aiilted in a decline in price, and they can now 
be had at any reasonable figure. I'rodueers 
readily sell to consumers at fiom 7.")0. per Iimk 
upwards, rotallurs cliarKinK from i'lc. to 10c. 
morn money. Oats ap. ear to bo tho chief crop 
on which farmers vriU rely this year, judxins 
from tho salts of seed. Seed outs uro in Krcut 
demand at from 838 to $10 per ton. It ia evi- 
dent that there will also boon the Island this 
year a good deal more done in cottlo raislnK 
and dairy farminm. Tho supply of cattle from 
tlio interior is on the decline, and since fat nnl- 
nials have to bo imported from the other sido 
or from Calgary to meet tho local consumiitio.n, 
fartnors are beginning to reali/.j wlia' a remu- 
,livo trado they have been negle< tiiig. Past 
negligence cannot, however, be ijuickly rceov- 
er.d, so that, even with the impetus which 
present prices have given it will be some time 
before tho la'and will bo able to supply con- 
sumers. Wheat promises to bo a coubiderablo 
faeior iJais year, and the supply of barley w ill 
also be greater than in tho past. Tho im- 
proroment In milling facilities and brow- 
ing industries haa brought about this 
(losirablo ch n^o. Homo good horses have been 
b ought in from the other sido, and tho whole 
lookout is satisfactory for tho future of tho 
ngricuUumI eoniinunlty. Tho old take-i'-casy 
blyle has been abandoned, and more skill and 
energy infused into the farmers life. Tho 
' iiig of hogs is also o ore extensive than it 
1 to be, and sheep breeding is becoming 
poiiular.

The Mayou several times attempted to 
stop the Alderman, but was not able to, 
that geutlemau repeatedly assuring the 
board that he believed be was the senior 
member for Johnson street ward. 

TuE Mayou— Because you aro the senior 
member for Johnson stretit w^srd ia that any 
reason why the minutes of last meeting 
shoulil not be adopted '! Keep to tho point.

Ald. Dkvi.in — Excuse me. I see a moufio 
running over the lloor. If anylmdy wille 
put his foot on it I will give him ten cents. 
I am tho senior member for Johnson atreet 
ward, I believe. 

Then followed nearly an hour of exoited 
tiilk, .Aid. Devlin talking about matters in 
general for the greater portion of that time. 
Then theumendment was put by the Mayor, 
and carried by a vote of live to lliree. 

Ayes — Aid. Stylos, Hall, Huiiiber, Baker, 
Devlin. 

Noes — Aid. Hunter, McKiUicun, Lovell. 

Aid. Devlin then demanded that the 
Mayor should cast his vote as well. 

The Mayor refused to be dictated to. He 
could vote if ho pleased, and could with- 
hold his vote if he pleased, too. However, 
in the present instance, he wished to record 
his vote with the iiota. 

Ald, Ukvm.s —Now that tlie amendmont 
is carried, I move that tho minutes of the 
3d of March, two meetings ago, be adopted 
as read. 

The Mayor — Have you given notice of 
motion ? 

Ald. Devlin — It is not necessary. 
The Mayok— Yea it ia. This is a new 

inotion. 

At this stage Aid. Miinn entered the room. 

Ami, .STVj.m seconded the motion. 

TliK M,\vuR took e.K ;e[ilioii, and Kiiid 
"the iiinlion required notice. If you wish 
to annul a previous motion you have to 
give notice for twenty-four hours, and there- 
fore there is nothing to second." 

Al.l). Ukvi.i.s — I claim that I have com- 
plied with the statute. Is the municipal 
by-law to govern ua, or ia it the .Municipal 
Act ? 

TliK Mavok — We are governed primarily 
by tho municipal act. I havoaiisivered you 
three or four limes. 

At this stage Aid. Devlin continued 
speaking about various millers until tho 
Miiyor told him that he should have been 
called to .order several times during tho 
evening. 

Ald. Dkvlim — Well, we're not all par- 
liamentarians. I will sit down. 

Ald. S'rvi.KS — Do you rule this question 
out of order '.' 

TlIK Mavoh — A man's patience gets some- 
times exhausted. Here we have been t.ilk- 
ing for an hour alioiit nothing, ^'oll, your- 
self, voted that the minutes of last meeting 
should not be c iiiliriiieil, and you must take 
tho consequeneea. 

Al.l), 1)K\I,IN again protesteil that he 
knew us much about the matter as anybody 
else did. llu bad to give no notice at all, 
und his motion was (jiiilc in order. 

The Miiyor several liiip's called AM. Dev- 
lin to order but he |)eisisleil in speaking 
until Aid. Hunter asserted himself, claim- 
ing that the Mayor was perfeci,ly correct in 
hia ruling that twenty-four hours' notice of 
tho motion would have to lie given, and 
iiuotcd frnin tho Municipal Act, clause 82, 
in proof of hia contention. 

Ald. Devlin — Tho whole thing is illegal. 
You are acting in un illegal manner, and 1 
move to adjourn. 

Ald. Styles seconded the motion. 

The vote stood as follows :

The Mavou— I give my vote against the 
motion, soil ia lost.

He then left tho ball altogether, after a 
loud doinond for tho confirmation of Mr. 
Tuck's appointment as City Engineer.

From Wilson, Wooton & Barnard stating 
that Mr. H. Lapierre had plac^ in tbeir 
hands his claim ai;uinst the Corporulion for 
daniigea, parlicuhira of which had already 
been furnished, and stating that unless the 
claim waa imiiiediately aellled they would 
take action in the courts, 

Ai.D. Dkvi.in gave notice of motion lhat, 
at the next meeling of tho Council, he 
would ask leave to introduue a by-law to 
aid the Victori.i, Stianich, and Now West- 
minster R. K.
